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Comments Vary on Revenue Sharing

Suggestions for the use of more than 
$1 million in federal revenue sharing 
funds to Collin County range from the 
renovation of a 1911 McKinney post 
office for use as a museum to the 
establishment of a venereal disease 
treatm ent cen ter for low -incom e 
persons. 


Collin County Commissioners held a 
public hearing yesterday morning to 
receive citizen input on proposed uses 
for the funds. 
Approximately 
20 
county residents attended the hearing 
with six offering suggestions for use of 
$692,905 in unappropriated funds and 
$417,230 in expected federal money for 
the next fiscal year. 


Before the public hearing began. 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. 
exp lain ed 
that 
the 
county 
has 
traditionally used revenue sharing 
funds for capital-type expenditures in 
order to avoid building up a depen­ 
dance on the federal funds. 
He explained that 
the 
revenue 
sharing program “ is not popular with 


Congress” and predicted that “this 
may be the last five-year term of the 
program.” 
Many cities use the federal money 
for operational expenses. White said, 
and when and if the program is 
cancelled, those cities will be forced to 
make cutbacks in existing operations 
and-or initiate m assive tax hikes.

The first was an amendment to the 
zoning ordinance requiring a 15-foot 
side yard on the side adjacent to the 
street when a commercial district is 
located al the intersection of two 
streets. 


Also approved were the site plan 
and replat of Adams Professional Arts 
Center The .38 acre tract adjacent to 
Prairie ('reek Baptist Church will be 
used for office space by Homer C. 
Adams. D C. 
Other items approved were the 
replat of a portion of Kimberlea II, 7 
acres on the northeast corner of Coit 
Road and Parker Road, and the final 
plat of Los Rios IV. 32.6 acres located 
on the west side of Los Rios Boulevard 
about 560 feet north of PL 14th Street 


Asking for the largest cut of the 
funds was the Collin County Historical 
Commission, represented by Plano 
attorney and commission member 
Bob Dry. 
The county had previously donated 
an abandoned post office located at 
the corner of Chestnut and Virginia 
streets in McKinney to the com ­ 
mission for use as a county museum 
Dry asked that commissioners con­ 
tribute $205,000 of the revenue sharing 
funds 
to 
help renovate 
the 
1911 
structure 
“We’re not asking for one dime for 
any kind of operating funds,” Dry 
pointed out. “but we do want to know 
if the county is really going to support 
us.” 
The attorney told the court that 
$410,000 w ill be needed to com plete the

stressed that some $40,000 is needed

The researcher would be employed 
for one year only 
Robert F. Pierce of Plano asked 
that additional funds be allotted for 
up-to-date mapping of the county 
while Roger Powell, chairman of the 
Allen city planning com m ission ,

em ergency ambulance service for 
county towns not possessing their own 
such service.

Wash drapes in cold water

POLLY'S PROBLEM 


DEAR POLLY—I have thermal or rubber backed 
draperies that are supposed to wash but I wonder if 
they wash well, shrink or pull in any way. I have 
hesitated about washing them and will wait for some 
information from you or the readers.—MRS.L.G.N. 
DEAR MRS.L.G.N.—Did any washing instructions 
come with your draperies as you mentioned “ they 
are supposed to w ash.” If so, follow those directions 
explicity. I have been advised that such curtains 
wash beautifully in the machine if only lukewarm or 
cold wr _r is used. One source said they could be put 
in the dryer for about IO minutes but not left until dry 
and then should be hung immediately. Another 
advised letting the draperies drip dry over a line 
without putting in the dryer. If you do use the dryer 
use extreme caution so they are not so hot that the 
rubber backing could be harmed. I have never 
washed such draperies myself but know they dry 
clean beautifully.-FOLLY. 


DEAR POLLY—My Pet Peeve is with those shoe 
companies who only manufacture shoes in wide widths in 
sizes six or more. I wear a size five and connot find shoes in 
a wide width so have the choice of a too tight shoe, a too 
long shoe or no shoes. Someone please inform m anufactur­ 
ers that persons with small feet can have wide feet.— 
BARBARA K. 
DEAR POLLY—I have an answer for the reader who 
returned home after a trip and noticed an odor from her 
garbage disposal. Through years of use I found that in 
addition to putting lemon rind through the disposal that a 
bunch of fresh mint leaves (without the stems) really 
worked better than the lemon.—EVE. 
DEAR POLLY—I only use my baby teapot for brewing 
the 4-5 bag concentrate for making iced tea so naturally the 
pot turns dark brown inside after a while. To clean it I 
scrub the inside well with lemon juice and salt and it comes 
out like new. I do this about every six weeks. 
I have tried every way in the world to peel hard boiled 
eggs and the only foolproof way I have come up with is to 
dip the thumb repeatedly in cooking oil so as to keep it slick 
while doing the peeling and I get smooth eggs every time. 
When folding freshly washed sheets I do the fitted bottom 
sheet first and then the top sheet and before I do the last 
folding over of the top sheet, so that it is the right size for 
my closet, I insert the folded bottom sheet inside it and 
then fold. This m akes a neat little sandwich-like package 
and also helps eliminate hunting for the proper “p artn er” 
when time comes to use the sheets.—TILLIE.

Odessa Permian: 


Playoffs Nothing New For Panthers 


Plano Senior High’s opponent in the 
Class AAAA semifinals, Odessa Permian, 
is not new to the state schoolboy football 
playoffs. 
Odessa, 13-0 this season, has been in the 
playoffs in Class AAAA eight times since 
1959, the initial year of opening for Per­ 
mian. 


John Wilkins is the head coach for the 
Permian Panthers and is in his fifth 
season. He guided the Panthers to the state 
finals in 1976 in a 20-10 loss to Port Neches- 
Groves. 


Wilkins’ Permian team lost in the 
regionals in 1973. Permian did not win 
their respective district championship in 
either 1976 or 1974. 
One year previous to Wilkins beginning 
at Permian, 1972, the Panthers won the 
state championship, 37-7, over Baytown 


Sterling. They were also state champs in 
1967. 
Plano is far from new to the playoffs 
either. The Wildcats won state cham­ 
pionships in Class AA in 1965 and 1967 and 
in Class AAA in 1971. Plano reached the 
quarterfinals in both 1972 and 1974 in Class 
AAAA and lost in the bi-district playoffs in 
1975 and 1973. 
Only one season since their entry into 
Class AAAA in 1972 has Plano not been in 
the playoffs, 1976. 
Plano’s victory over Highland Park, 29- 
28, was their first quarterfinal victory in 
three attempts. So, this is Plano’s first 
appearance in the semifinals of the Class 
AAAA playoffs. 
Plano’s head coach, 
Tommy 
Kim­ 
brough, now has two season career record 
of 17-3-3 while Permian’s Wilkins has a SI­ 
S'I record. 


Plano Wildcats
